financed by James Eads Howe of 
St. Louis, reputed "millionaire ho­ 
bo,” it is understood. 
Work of verifying the last two of 
the six initiative petitions was only 
completed today. Verification of the 
other four proposals to determine if 
they had the required five per cent 
of signatures of voters in eleven of 
the sixteen congressional 
districts 
of the state was finished last Satur­ 
day. 
With the rejection of the two pro­ 
posals today there are 
only 
eight 
measures 
left 
for 
submission 
to 
the voters at the general election in 
November, it was 
said. 
Four 
of 
them are initiative measures and the 
other four are proposals adopted by 
the last legislature for ratification 
at the November election. 
The old age pension proposal pro­ 
vided that the state pay a pension 
of $35 a month to aged and indigent 
persons of 65 years and over. Offic­ 
ials in the secretary of state’s office 
said that their check of the petitions 
on this proposal showed that they 
had been circulated in 12 of the 16 
districts but that in the third dis­ 
trict they received only 1,658 names 
while 2.511 was the required number 
and in the seventh district they only 
had 
2,869 signatures, 
while 
3.682 
were necessary. The proposal which 
would have required the state to 
guarantee employment to all the un­ 
employed or furnish 
them 
proper 
suport, lacked sufficient signatures 
in a number of districts.
